TRAINING AT M. U.

Another step up and the 
officer has his foot on the second bar 
of the fence—the two bars surmounted 
being indicated by the two-bar mark 
of the captain. Tile next stage of the 
climb upward is the branches of the 
trees, and the rank of major, denoted 
by the gold oak leaf on the shoulder, 
has been reached. 
In order to go higher the candidate 
for higher rank must now' surmount 
the tall silver poplar, and when he has 
done so he Is entitled to wear the sil­ 
ver leaf of the lieutenant colonel. The 
eagle soaring over the treetops indi­ 
cates the rank of colonel—the silver 
eagle being worn by officers of that 
rank. The stars are the highest of all 
and w'ere reserved as insignia for gen­ 
erals.—Detroit News.

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Scientists Disagree as to How Rock 
of Which Chile Has a Monopoly, 
Came About. 


Chile’s chief source of revenue, of 
which the country has virtually a 
world monopoly, Is obtained from the 
rough rock known locally as caliche. 
Scientists disagree as to the origin of 
this valuable mineral, according to a 
writer in the 
National 
Geographic 
Magazine. 
Some claim (and Darwin 
among them) that it had its origin In 
seaweed of an ancient period. 
One 
savant argues that the deposit result­ 
ed from nitrogen contained in guano. 
Others 
believe 
In 
its 
atmospheric 
origin, advancing the theory that in a 
remote age electricity passing through 
the moist air, by combination, formed 
nitric acid; this in turn, impregnating 
the flood waters of Andean streams 
and coming in contact with the lime­ 
stone of the rocks, formed nitrate of 
lime; another step in nature’s labora­ 
tory brought this nitrate of lime in 
contact w ith sulphate of soda, forming 
the caliche found today. 
Iodine, precipitated from the nitrate 
solution, Is the most important by-prod­ 
uct of the caliche rock. 
By agree­ 
ment among the nitrate establishments.

is limited to every 
sixth year, that the market may not 
be overstocked.

tor of the United States bureau of 
mines, as a practical step toward the 
accumulation 
of 
reserves of fuel 
necessary to stabilize industry and 
to protect tho domestic consumer in 
periods of acute shortage. 
The seasonal demand for coal can 
to some extent be m et by storage, Di­ 
rector Bain said In a report to the 
United States Coal commission, but 
this must be done by the consumer 
or by some distribution agency oper­ 
ating between him and the mine. At 
the mines the best place to store coal 
is in the ground, as with unimpor­ 
tant exceptions it is not feasible to 
provide more than a limited amount 
of storage above ground. 
Anthracite companies 
established 
near poiuts of consumption a system 
of great storage piles which were 
valuable balance wheels to the trade 
and have facilitated steadiness of op­ 
eration which distinguishes anth ra­ 
cite from 
bituminous 
mining, Dr. 
Bain said. Large scale storage of bi­ 
tuminous coal lias been less practi­ 
cable because one uncertainty of fu­ 
ture price has deterred companies 
and Individuals from making the nec­ 
essary 
investments. 
However, 
In 
certain periods as much as 60.000,000 
tons of this coal have actually gone 
into storage, showing the feasibility 
of storing soft coal. 
With proper selection of the coal 


and due attention to modest require­ 
ments as to methods, It Is entirely 
practicable to store large quantities 
of most coal at moderate cost, he 
continued. The risk is in the uncer­ 
tainties of future price, as the mine 
and railway equipment of the coun­ 
try is extensive enough to allow the 
industry, except under unusual con­ 
ditions, to obtain adequate supplies 
direct from the mines. Coal shortage 
and car shortage is a local matter in 
normal years. 
The nation has put 
men and money into coal mining and 
the railways to meet peak loads rath­ 
er than provide a less amount of 
capital for coal storage and so In­ 
sure steady and 
economical opera­ 
tion. 
The 
possibility 
of 
devising

“use” classification that will permit 
wider pooling of coal is also suggest­ 
ed by the 
director.

would relieve the pressure on docks, 
terminals and railway equipment, he 
directed.

REDUCTION SOUGHT 
ON CRIMINALITY 
---- 
CINCINNATI, 
O., 
Jan. 
13.—The 
Cincinnati Central Psychiatric Clinic, 
said by physicians to be the first of 
its kind in the country to attem pt to 
reduce criminality, will 
be 
opened 
here soon, it has 
been 
announced. 
The plan of the institution is to give 
the youths of the city the maximum 
opportunity for norm al developm ent 
through coordination with the courts, 
social agencies, the public schools, 
board of health, vocational bureaus, 
and other institutions in touch with 
deficient persons. 
The clinic will be under the super­ 
intendency of Dr. Em erson A. North 
form er superintendent of the Long­ 
view hospital for insane at 
Cincin­ 
nati. 
T he aim of the clinic, according to 
Dr. North, will be to elim inate 
de­ 
pendants by prescribing rem edies to 
fit the individual. 
Before arriving at the rem edical 
point, Dr, N orth said, the individual 
'-will first be given a general exam ina­ 
tion. 
Then 
it will. be 
determ ined 
briefly if th e re are any m ental defi­ 
ciencies. The case will next be analy 
zed. first to ascertain the sociological 
conditions of the individual, secondly 
to ascertain com pletely his physical 
I state. Following this, the individual’s 
intellectual level will be determ ined, 
through the process 
of 
the 
Simon 
Dimet test, outlined to determ ine the 
intellectual capabilities and possibil* 
I it lea. 
With these records, Dr. North con­ 


tinued, the case will be determ ined 


on finally by tl^e 
head 
psychiatrist 
and 
rem edies 
prescribed. 
These 
remedies, he said, would vary 
from 
institutional treatm ent, to social re­ 
adjustm ent such as change in voca­ 
tional fields or a change in home en­ 
vironm ent. 
The clinic is being financed by the! 
Cincinnati com m unity chest. Fifteen 
thousand dollars was advanced 
for 
the first six m onths with the under­ 
standing that $30,000 be given for the 
year.

NEW RECORDS FOR 
SOME INDUSTRIES 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 13.—The follow­ 
ing weekly review’ of general busi­ 
ness conTlitions i3 issued by the Lib­ 
erty Central Trust company of this 
city, the facts having been compiled 
by A. L. Bostwick, statistician of the 
institution. 
From day to day statistics are be­ 
ing published regarding various in­ 
dustries during 1922. 
These 
data 
confirm the assertion that last year 
witnessed 
great 
improvement. 
In 
some lines, new high records in pro­ 
duction were attained. 
The outlook for winter w’heat is 
not as good as it was, in important 
states like Kansas, Nebraska, Texas 
and Oklahoma. Dry weather has pre­ 
vailed for some time in »he territory 
mentioned and there is no snow' cov­ 
ering. 
Colton ginning totals to January I 
suggest a crop 
somewhat smaller 
than the federal estimate. Next 
to 
Texas, Arkansas and Mississippi are 
the largest producers this season. It 
is expected that 
Missouri 
will 
in­ 
crease cotton acreage 
in 1923 by 
about 35 per cent, to a total about 
2** times the figure for the census 
year. 1919. Some counties that have 
been insignificant in cotton 
produc­ 
tion 
show 
very 
large 
increases; 
Scott, with an acreage of 74 in 1919, 
planted 1000 in 1922 and is expected 
to devote 10,000 to this crop in 1923. 
Data from 9 federal reserve banks 
show 
that 
November 
wholesale 
trade exceeded thq record for 
No­ 
vember, 1921 by a substantial 
mar­ 
gin. 
In some instances 
tho 
gains 
were large. Almost without excep­ 
tion, there were declines from Octo­ 
ber, 1922. 
Such information as 
w’e 
have indicates satisfactory trade con 
ditions in St. Louis at the present 
waiting. 
Despite the strike, soft coal output 
was about as great in 1922 as in 1921. 
In the case of anthracite there was a 
heavy reduction, nearly 50 per cent. 
Pig Iron production during Decem­ 
ber, in daily 
average, was about 
double the amount for December in 
the year previous. 
The months to­ 
tal was the highest since October, 
1920. 
In railway freight transportation, 
1922 was a banner year, as far as 
tonnage was 
concerned.

are estimated at 15 per cent above

The United States department of 
agriculture in its preliminary report 
shows stocks of butter and eggs 
in 
cold storage January I as follows: 
1922, butter 49,412,000 lbs; 
eggs 
889.000 cases. 
1923, butter 26,881,000 lbs; eggs, 
1.302.000 cases. 
Shortage, butter 21,531,000 lbs; ex­ 
cess eggs 413 cases. 
Deliveries of cream are gradually 
increasing as farmers are finding it 
more profitable to have their cows 
freshen in the fall and early winter. 
Statistically, the butter market has 
been very firm, but actually 
there 
has been a weak undertone, especial­ 
ly over the holidays. With the publi­ 
cation of the storage 
holdings and 
steady withdrawals, the market has 
taken a little better turn, 
without 
much actual change in 
quotations, 
but dealers view the market situa­ 
tion with more confidence. 
There has been a marked falling 
off In the movement of poultry, 
but 
the feeding stations of the country 
were so well filled at Christmas that 
the carry over has been more than 
sufficient for current needs, and the 
surplus has been placed in storage 
for later use. 
The comparative stocks of poultry 


in the four large centers, Chicago, 
New' York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
were as follows: 
January ll, 1923, 76.216,000 lbs. 
December 30, 1922, 61.654,000 lbs. 
Increase in storage 14,562,000 lbs. 
This shows the value 
of modern 
cold storage facilities, ,/hich permit 
the handling of such a large crop of 
poultry in such a short space of time. 
More even marketing would benefit 
the entire industry. 
At this time, many producers are 
giving some thought to the number 
and breeds of poultry in which they 
will specialize 
during the 
coming 
year. As a general proposition, the 
heavier breeds, such 
as 
Plymouth 
Rocks, Rhode Island 
Reds, 
Wyan- 
dottes, and Orpingtons are preferred 
by those who are milk feeding their 
poultry for 
discriminating 
family 
trade. 
The weather conditions throughout 
the producing sections 
have 
been 
favorable for an 
increased 
produc­ 
tion of eggs, and prices have grad­ 
ually worked lower on all the larger 
markets. As the volume reaching the 
markets of the 
country 
increases, 
further declines may be expected.

FROM CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON’. Jan. 
13—There 
will be no free seeds for distribution 
by members of congress this year. 
For the first time in half a century 
the agricultural bill carries no money 
to pay for the purchase, the packing 
and the mailing of tons of cabbage, 
carrot, turnip, tomato and all the 
other seeds, flower as well as vege- 
able, which senators and representa­ 
tives have annually sent to the folks 
back home. 
For three of the five 
hours the senate was in session yes­ 
terday the free seeds item was the 
storm center of the debate. 
Senator James T. Heflin of Ala­ 
bama led the f ght for seeds. He was 
in dead earnest and served notice on 
all the antiseed senators that in 1924 
he would see to It that they were call­ 
ed to account for their failure to 
stand behind the common people and 
give them their yearly supply of 
seeds.

weapon in life. 
I studied millinery 
and when I was married at 19, my 
husband and I decided to take tip 
that line. 
He knew little about it. 
but he had a good business head. 
Without that I should

succeeded. 
Women are too careful. 
They need somebody to push them to 
execution. 
Boldness 
is 
largely re­ 
sponsible for American success.” 
“The great tragedy of a woman’s 
life,” she continued, “often i$ that 
she Is not good looking.

IMMIGRANTS ARE 
GIVEN WELCOME 


LONDON, Jan. 13.—Australia, un­ 
like America, wants immigrants so 
much that she is paying the pas­ 
sages of thousands of them, and find­ 
ing them jobs after they land. 
And 
the British government is so desir­ 
ous of ridding England of her sur­ 
plus unemployed labor that It is help­ 
ing pay the way of those who leave 
to find new homes on the other side 
of the earth. 
In 1922 about 50,000 
persons were sent from London to 
Australia, and in 1923 twice as many 
will go, emigration officers estimate. 
Australia is very particular about 
the kind of people who go there to 
live. 
Iii the first place they must 
he of the white race, and preferably 
British. 
Little 
encouragement 
is 
given Continental Europeans. 
Few p a sso v e r ships sail to Aus­ 
tralia from Continental ports, and 
the Italian, Greek, Armenian or what­ 
not who comes to London hoping to 
have part of his passage paid to Aus­ 
tralia by the Commonwealth govern­ 
ment finds that the ship is already 
filled with Britishers. 
A Britisher of sound body. some 
^onse and grit enough to tackle work 
need not have a cent in the world; 
all he must have is character, and 
John Bull will see to it that he gets 
to Australia, aud finds a job. 
The Australian and British govern­ 
ments will pay most of the passage, 
and the Commonwealth w ill lend the 
immigrant enough to make lip the 
inference and also sufficient change 
to provide food and shelter until the 
intended farm hand gets his feet iii 
the furrow* and his hands on the 
plough. 
The Commonwealth speuds thou­ 
sands of pounds every year seeing to 
it that the type of emigrant who 
goes to Australia to live is vigorous 
and of good character. The weeding 
out process begins in London, where 
many hear the call to a new* home 
over the seas with passage paid, but 
where few* are chosen.

hands and prospective farm owners.

FRENCH BIRTH RATE 
SHOWS A DECREASE 


PARIS, Jan. 13.—The high cost of 
living, lack of apartments and homes 
for newly married couples, selfish­ 
ness, too many women employed in 
industry, and too 
much 
pleasure, 
are the general causes assigned for 
the alarming decrease of the birth 
rate in France, now* the lowest in 
Europe. 
This Is a condition that had been 
! accentuated by the war. which took 
j many men to the front, whence many 
| never returned. 
The w ar also Creal- 
; cd new conditions of living for wo- 
I men, gave them work. made them 
i independent, and disinclined to mar­ 
ry readily, and less inclined to have 
children. 
This 
situation 
is set 
forth 
at 
length by the National Alliance for 
increasing French population. 
In 
comparison 
with 
a hundred 
years ago, 
carli 
French 
marriage 
ii lugs less than two children, in 
stead of four children, whereas Eng­ 
land’s marriages bring nearly three 
children instead of nearly five a hun­ 
dred years ago. In Germany in 1841. 
the average 
marriage 
brought 4.14 
children as compared to 2.2 in 1921. 
The birth decrease does not result 
from high mortality, 
or 
relatively 
fewer marriages. 
France’s popula­ 
tion of 39,000.000 in 1922 is practical­ 
ly that pf 1900. 
The number of mar­ 
riages for that year w*as 299.000, or 
about the average since then, with 
the years following the war showing 
a larger number, which is now re­ 
turning the average. 
For 3 921 the 
number of marriages was 456,000 and 
for 1922 it was a little higher. 
Until 1914, the number of births 


ti mm**** 


averaged 800.000 yearly. During sev­ 
eral of the war years 
the 
number 
dropped to fewer than 400,000. 
The 
first six months of this year showed 
386,726, as compared to 421,180 for 
the first six months of 1921. 
It is argued that if France is to 
hold her place in tho w*orld and send 
emigrants to her, colonies, she must 
pass laws, as ’ already proposed in 
parliament, to give the voting ma­ 
jority to married men, reduce family 
taxes, and give 
bonuses 
for each 
child born. 
Already, families ’enjoy 
lower ralwav fares.

Senator Ball of Maryland has hit upon a 
unique scheme of eliminating the careless 
driving menace in Washington, D. C. 
He 
has introduced a bill to require all who op­ 
erate automobiles to post insurance or in­ 
demnity bonds in the amount of ^3,000. 
Two-thirds of this sum would go to the pro­ 
tection of the person injured, or to the de­ 
pendents of those killed by reckless driv­ 
ers. 
This remainder would be used to cov­ 
er property damage. 
Heavy penalties are 
proposed for failure to post the required 
bond. 
No 
other 
public 
menace 
has

schemes hatched for its prevention than 
has careless driving. 
In some instances, 
the offenders have been taken to morgues 
aiid hospitals, there to view the mutilated 
bodies of those whom they have run dow n.

The Topolobampo disaster, which

Goiilez, 
whose evidence at the hearings w'as 
at variance with the estim ate of
